son was under FBI investigation in an 
unrelated assassination plot abroad. 

Wilson allegedly sought to recruit . 
the three Cubans to kill a political op¬ 
ponent of’ the Libyan leader, Col. 
Muammar Qaddafi, last year, accord¬ 
ing to tjie sources. 

Wilson heads a small consulting 
firm here called Consultants Interna-, 
tional. It is involved in the arms ex¬ 
port business. Wilson was out of the 
country yesterday and could not be 
reached for comment, 

In reviewing information developed

Letelier, 44, former Chilean ambas-, 
sador to the United States, was for¬ 
eign minister and minister of defense 
in the government of the late Chilean 
social President Salvador Allendc. 

At the time of his death, Letelier 
headed a foreign affairs research pro-, 
gram at the Institute for Policy Stud*, 
ics in Washington. A staff member of 
the Institute, Ronni K. Moffitt, also 
died in the explosion. Her husband, 
Michael, a research associate,\ sur¬ 
vived the blast. \
